Fheie aie 5 0 ,0 0 0 school children in America who can't see 
nearly as . .ll as they should see, according to an announcem ent made 
rec:;:/!:/ by Le 
s H. Carris, the managing director of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Blindness. 


This ligure in itscK may not sound so startling. 
But the fact 
that only 4 000 cl this group arc receiving special instruction is appall­ 
ing. 
It means that 4 6 ,0 0 0 boys and girls are sitting in class-rooms, 
trying to com pete in a race in wii.eh they are handicapped at the 
'start. 
They arc probably being called r lipid in a good m any instances 
when their eyes, not their intellects, ar2 at fault. 


Children them selves do not always know what is wrong. They 
have no way of knowing w hy the boy across the aisle 
understands 
exactly fhere the teacher is pointing when she turns to the colored 
map that hangs on the wall. 
To the children with defective eyesight 
the map is a pink and green blur. 


They don t know why other children com plete the answers so 
quickly when the instructor places a list o f printed questions in front 
of the class. 
Now and then a child will discover that the blackboard is 
moving farther and farther away. 
The words in his text-books are 
growing smaller and smaller. 
When that occurs, he has a strange, 
startled sense of fright. 
He is afraid that he is going blind. 
But he won t say the hated w e d out loud. 
He thinks that 
if he keeps the secret to him self m aybe it w on’t happen. 
Se he locks 
it up in 'a sensitive, m isunderstood, little heart. 
I here are 14 states in the United States that are providing 
special instruction for children whose eyes are defective. 
They are 
placing lamps in the darkness., 
But in the other 3 4 states, the handi­ 
capped children go stumbling along the same road the others take, 
faltering, of course, and wondering why they can’t keep up. 
The amount of added expense required for special instruction 
in such instances is just a farthing com pared to the human anguish that 
a child with defective eyesight can suffer. 
Furthermore, his mental 
and spiritual visions are quite likely to becom e as blurred as his phy- 
s’cal sight, if his “ lagging” continues.
